;AP^ — The battle of Tay Ninh 
Province set back a major U.S. 
effort 
to clean out Viet Cong 


guerrillas near Saigon. 


Nearly half the combat battal- 


ions of the 1st Infantry Division 
tud been wheeled into position 
for 
the big pacification cam- 


paign. Some operations had been 


mounted just outside the Viet- 
namese capital. 


Then 
elements of the Viet 


Cong 9th Division, a main force 
outfit, opened major attacks in 
Tay 
Ninh 
Province about 60 


miles northwest of Saigon. The 
1st Division had to rush to the 
critical battleground. 


Only a few hours before the 


Tay Ninh battle erupted Nov. 3, 
senior officers of the 1st Divi- 
sion told a newsman the VC 9th 
had been "pushed back into the 
briar patch" along the Cambo- 
dian border. 


The 1st Division could concen- 


trate on "grinding up the guer- 
rillas" as close as five miles 
from 
Saigon, 
these 
officials 


said. 


The VC 9th crossed up the 


American plans. 


.The U.S. plan — which proba- 


bly will be carried out after the 
Tay Ninh battle ends — calls for 
four battalions of the 1st Divi- 
sion to do pacification work.

Rules U of A 
Trustees 
Can't Be Sued 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Supreme Court held today 
that the Board of Trustees of 
the University of Arkansas is 
regarded 
as an agency of the 


state and therefore cannot be 
sued. 


The 
decision came 
in an 


August 1965 suit by state Labor 
Commissioner 
Bill 
Laney 


against the board charging that 
68 women employed in the uni- 
versity's food service in Fayet- 
teville worked in excess of eight 
hours a day and did not re- 
ceive overtime in violation of 
state labor laws, 


The court upheld the board's 


contention that the suit was un- 
lawful because it was a pro- 
ceeding against the state and 
the state cannot be sued. The 
court 
cited 
a U.S. 
Supreme 


Court decision holding that the 
board of the university is a 
"body politic incorporate," and 


' Is demoniated as a "public 


agency." 


The court's decision affirmed 


a Pulaski Chancery Court rul- 
ing. 


In another decision, the court 


upheld the proposed 
exchange 


of Riverdale Country Club in 
Little Rock for property owned 
by Pleasant Valley Inc. 


The court reversed and re- 


manded to St. Francis County 
Circuit 
Court 
a 
judgment 


against the Chicago, Rock Is- 
land and Pacific Railroad Co. 
The court held that the trial 
judge erred in remarking in 
court on testimony offered as 
evidence. The award had gone 
to Rachel Adair, widow of E. 
B. Adalr, who was fatally in- 
jured when the car in which he 
was riding struck a train Oct. 
23, 1963, on U.S. 70 at Wheatley.

South's four-heart call was 


an all-purpose bid. He wasn't 
sure that he would be able to 
make it. In fact, he rather ex- 
pected not to make it; on the 
other hand his partner had 
passed as dealer, the oppon- 
ents were vulnerable 
and 


South was really afraid of the 
spade suit. 


We don't give our full seal 


of approval to South's bid but 
we have always felt that a 
player who makes such bids 
should be able to get maxi- 
mum mileage out of his cards 
when he gets around to play- 
ing the dummy. 


West opened the king of 


spades and continued. South 
ruffed the second spade and 
led a club to dummy. East 
dropped the nine spot. Then 
South finessed the heart un- 
successfully. 


If West had been one of 


those wooden type players he 
would have led another spade 
but West had seen his part- 
ner's nine of clubs. West led a 
second 
club. 
The defense 


wound up with one trick in 
each suit and 50 points on 
their side of the ledger. 


South explained that if the 


trump finesse had worked he 
would have made his game 
and that East and West could 
have made three spades. He 
was right about all that but 
he should have made his con- 
tract. 


There is no rule requiring 


declarer to play trumps right 
away. South was looking at a 
potential loser in clubs but he 
had a potential spot to get rid 
of that loser. South should 
have played ace and another 
diamond the first time he was 
in. West's best defense would 
be to take his king and shoot 
a diamond back. South would 
play low from dummy and 
ruff. Then he could lead out 
ace and another trump and it 
wouldn't matter where the 
king was. South would be able 
to get rid of the losing club on 
the queen of diamonds.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—The jungle fighter 


had a queer smile on his face as he leaned 
around a brick wall and observed a man 
standing a few feet away. Quickly he pulled 
a small black bomb from behind his back and 
set the fuse with a twist. 


The bomb began to tick loudly. 
Then it was rolled under the legs of the 


human target. 


There was an explosion, of course, but not 


really. The soldier was a 7-year-old boy, the 
target was his father and the bomb was only 
a toy. It happened in the kiddie corner of a 
large, very gaily decorated department store. 


Everybody who beard the blast laughed at 


it. 


Then they returned to their Christmas 


shopping. 


ft was all in fun, understand, but no mat- 


ter. Even if the father had gotten a leg 
blown off, he was in the right place. This 
season's Christmas toys allow for any eventu- 
ality . . . and just two aisles over was a "gen- 
uine" medical corps kit, replete with band- 
ages, a hypodermic needle, blood plasma 
bottles and a stretcher. 


And actually, the make-believe medical 


corps kit should be a "must" item on Dec. 
25. This year the weary war in Viet Nam has 
inspired any number of ways a counter-in- 
surgent youngster can make believe he is ex- 
terminating his family. 


The Booby Trap Land Mine is a ripe ex- 


ample. It is an olive drab explosive device 
rigged to a trip spring—just like the Viet 
Cong does it. When the setup is triggered 
the bomb shoots "high into the air and ex- 
plodes." This lift, presumably, makes for a 
clean kill in the area of the stomach. 


"Here's another nifty;" said a clerk. 
"What is it?" he was asked. 
"A Molotov cocktail." 
"What?" 


"You know. Real ones are filled with gas 


and rag wicks." 


"Oh." 
"Beautiful, isn't it? And it's selling like 


hell." 


All war toys are. Though most manufac- 


turers insist they are "steering away from 
combat items," it is not evident in the mer- 
chandise mart. In fact, many stores look like 
ammunition dumps and the shelves are 
loaded with guns that bang, tanks that pow, 
planes that roar . . . and pictures of boys 
with bayonets in their teeth. 


One realistic design is a life-size hand gre- 


nade which, when thrown at the neighbor- 
hood kid. or somebody, detonates a loud cap 
in its warhead. 


Another is a "155" artillery piece that is 


operated electronically with blinking lights 
and flash suppressor and, on command, 
knocks down a small stone wall 


Then there is the magnetic drawing kit 


which enables a lad to color a knife-wielding 
frogman vicious. Or the binoculars which 
shoot guided missiles, or the replicas of the 
M-16 automatic rifle, or the Blitzkrieg "game 
of lightning warfare." 


But perhaps the most elaborate of all is 


the GI Joe doll. It comes ready to dress in a 
dozen different costumes from jungle fa- 
tigues to Australian bush uniforms. And each 
outfit, be assured, carries all manner of side- 
arms, machine guns, flame throwers and sur- 
vival kits, 


All of this, in truth, is deplored by many 


toy makers. "It's ghastly," admits one. But 
in defense they say simply that they are 
"giving the people exactly what they want." 


And thus, it seems, football uniforms and 


electric trains have taken the rear echelon 
this Yule; holiday trees are destined to be 
surrounded by steel helmets, plastic road 
mines, ammunition clips and satchel charges. 


Do not open any of the packages before 


Christmas. 


And even then, be careful about it.

Jordanian villages and clashed 
sharply with Jordanian ground 
and air forces Sunday in a raid 
retaliating against guerrilla at- 
tacks from Israel's Arab neigh- 
bors.

Underground 
Builds inSKorea

TOKYO— (NBA) —Behind 


the strong U.S. warning to 
North Korea is a war not 
mentioned in the headlines. 


North Korean m i l i t a r y 


raids, kidnapings and atroci- 
ties aimed at American sol- 
diers in attacks across the Ko- 
rean armistice zone are only 
part of the picture. They may 
be 
diversionary 
maneuvers 


aimed at strengthening a Heel 
Korean underground build-up 
in South Korea that began 
covertly about five years ago. 


This build-up has U.S. offi- 


cials worried. It is following 
the early pattern of South 
Viet Nam, northeast Thailand 
and Laos. 


Here is the story of that 


other underground war as 
pieced together from private 
talks with men with access to 
South Korean police and mili- 
tary sources: 


A man named Kim one 


night was taken aboard a 
"fishing boat" off a small 
coastal village in North Korea. 


Kim had been to a school 


for preparing Red agents. He 
was trained to ferret out a 


list of selected military tar- 
gets in South Korea. 


Fie carried a radio with 


which he could send reports 
to his superiors In North Ko- 
rea. At specific times he would 
tune in for instructions and to 
pass on his information. He 
was armed with a revolver. 


Kim would stay in South 


Korea for a period, then re- 
turn north. 


Other agents on the same 


boat 
with 
Kim 
had 
been 


trained at another school. One 
of these men was Sun. 


Sun had a different mission 


—to get in touch with some 
cousins in South Korea, at- 
tempt to get them to protect 


and hide him. His job would 
be to develop a small Commu- 
nist cell in the village in 
which his cousins live. 


The "fishing boat" Kim and 


Sun boarded had a souped-up 
engine so that it could elude 
South Korean patrols. 


It landed a handful of men 


at an isolated spot on the 
South K o r e a n coast. From 
then on, except for radio con- 
tact, the men would be on 
their own. 


This North Korean agent 


penetration has been steadily 
increasing since 1961. 


Today. North Korea is send- 


ing men like Kim and Sun 
into South Korea at the rate 
of about '200 a year, double 
the rate of a year ago. 


These agents have 
done 


some killing. But it is be- 
lieved the Red organization in 
South Korea is not yet strong 
enough to operate widespread 
political, terroristic or guer- 
rilla efforts on a sustained 
basis. 


But the South Korean po- 


lice have found that these 
armed aeents of late have 
tended to shoot their way out 
of tough situations. 


There are bright spots in

the p i c t u r e . Considerable 
numbers of these agents are 
being captured. Their neigh- 
bors and relatives are report- 
ing thorn to the police. 


Then. too. some agents find 


themselves up against count- 
er-propaganda too strong to 
resist The relatives they have 
been sent to sell on working 
with the Communists convince 
thorn they should turn them- 
selves in 


How many agents have se- 


cretly established themselves 
in villages isn't known.

build-up

Viewing the heartbeat of a watch through a microscope re- 


cently brought home sharply the truth that "only a fool or a 
jeweler opens a watch." 


A mechanical watch has a minimum of 130 precision parts. 


This is why the average person shopping for a watch can flip 
a mainspring. Add to this the amount six major world pro- 
ducers sell to the U.S. market and it is easy to understand 
that the selection is unlimited while consumer knowledge of 
what makes a watch tick is limited. 


Such facts explain why gentlemen involved with the indus- 


try in Switzerland, for example, urge consumers to turn to a 
reputable jeweler when selecting a quality timepiece. 


As its third largest industry, the Swiss watchmakers export 


97 per cent of the 55 million-a-year production. That could 
mean a lot of clinkers on the market if the manufacturers 
did not believe, in survival of the fittest. To survive, they be- 
lieve in extensive research and production of parts to insure 
that a watch does what it is supposed to do—keep time accu- 
rately and reliably. 


Other than recommending reliance on a good jeweler, cer- 


tain Swiss watchmakers did warn against watches that have 
stainless steel "jewels" at the stress points. The constant 
turning of the small wheels in a watch attached to pinions 
creates considerable friction. At the stress points should be 
synthetic rubies—substances hard enough to withstand such 
wear and tear. 


Of course, coming up are the truly electronic watches with 


the elements in a solid state wafer, powered by a battery. 
One battery watch now operates on a tuning fork principle. 
These will mean new standards of performance. 


The trend in watches, the Swiss believe, is to fashion. 


Precision, they say, is a reality except in the cheap watch 
category. 


Prize-winning designs of watches and jewelry at the Mon- 


tres et Bijous Salon held in Zurich this fall emphasized the 
significance of fashion to the 30 top watchmakers out of 500 
in Switzerland who took part. These are the pacesetters. A 
Piaget, for example, is to haute horology what Norell is to 
couture. 


Those in the market for watches as gifts or for personal use 


will find the size gap between men's and women's watches 
closing rapidly. 


The oversized woman's watch and the smaller man's time- 


piece can be worn by either sex. This also is true of the ele- 
gant man's fob watch designed to be worn by some lucky gal 
as a pendant. 


Watch shapes, too, are changing with the sharply round or 


square softened at the corners for a new look or seen as a 
true oval. Also important trends are the man's watch that 
wraps over his wrist, exceptionally thin cases, use of semi- 
precious stones for the dial (face). Roman numerals or other 
type numerals where in the last four or five years many dials 
were blank. 


Perhaps one of the most refined moves of watch designers 


is to create a unity of the bracelet and case so there appears 
to be no division "of the two. This is being called the "inte- 
grated watch." 


Use of color on the watch dial appears on the upswing, 


while the favored metal tones lean to white gold, gray gold 
or yellow engraved gold. 


So when buying, consider the watch style, question the 


jeweler about the integrity of the manufacturer, who stands 
behind the warranty and plan to have the watch serviced 
every 18 months. All considerations make a happier watch 
owner.
